SOLUTION: A CPU 2 executes a required program under 
an operating system and attains respective functions of * ~ 
a reading means, an extraction means, the 1st judging 
means, a counter, and the 2nd judging means by 
executing an electronic (E) mail program to be one of s ~ 
plural programs. A 1st RAM 3 provides a working storage 
space for executing a program. A 2nd RAM 4 provides a 
storage space for storing an incoming or transmitting E 
mail especially at the time of executing an E mail 
program. A ROM 6 stores 'word dictionary' necessary for 
the execution of the E mail program or the like. A display 
part 5 displays the execution result of a program or the like.

Paragraph [0010] 

On the other hand, when a file is attached to e-mail, a text data extracted from 
the attached file (S4) is divided into a word by using such as a morphological 
analysis **, for example, Then, each word is subjected to be matched with a word 
dictionary 10 in order to count words coincided with the dictionary. Comparing the 
counted value with reference value, the file is allowed for displaying (S7) when the 
value does not exceed the reference value (a result for determination; No or False), 
and the file is rejected for displaying or alarmed when the value exceeds the 
reference value (a result for determination; Yes or True). 

** morphological analysis! it is a method for analysis developed in the educational 
field called morphology wherein a minimum word unit with meaning (morpheme) 
and an inner structure and a format of a word is set for an object for research. It is 
especially used for dividing a character string into a word in a unit for converting 
Japanese words of the word processor. 

Paragraph [0012] 

In this embodiment, a registrar of the word dictionary 10 and a recipient of 
email is another person, and their sense is not the same depending on the 
circumstances (when even a registrar feels unpleasant for the word, a recipient does 
not necessarily feel unpleasant). In such a case, the recipient may edit the 
contents of the word dictionary by himself. 

Paragraph [0016] 

Embodiments of the present invention are not limited thereto. Various 
modifications are contained within the intention of the present invention. For, 
example, a plurality of reference values each having a different reference value may 
be arranged so that levels of rejection and alarming may be adjusted. Further, 
although unpleasant e-mail is rejected for receiving and sending as described above, 
it may be set to be illegible or matched words are changed to turned letters or 
replaced with another language codes. . . . omitted. . . . 
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
